."Radioactivity and Geology." 
! Tho argument on which tbe assump 
tlon, that radium or Its "mother cle 
ment," uranium, may finally bring the 
:world to n Oe:y end Is based on tha 
fact that a particle of radium keeps 
itself continually by 'some Inner proc- 
!css at a temperature nearly 8 degrees 
abovo that of Its Surroundings. In an 
hour tbe radium emits enough beat to 
raise Its own weight of water from the 
freezing to tho boiling point. And this 
store of beat Is so vast that n single 
atom o[ radium will continue to give It 
forth at an unvarjing rate for about 
2,500 years! 


If thertf were only a certain quantity 


of radium In the earth which could not 
be renewed, then we might assume that 
nt tbe end of two or, three thousand 
years this source of heat would bo ex- 
hausted. 


But radium Itself appears to bo con- 


tinually produced from uranium, which 
is nn incomparably more abundant sub- 
stance. So we conclude that the earth 
may have been healed internally by 
renewed supplies of radium for untold 
millions of years and will continue to 
be thus bented for millions of years to 
come. 


Now. 
following a line of reasoning 


which would bo too long to enter upon 
here, Professor Joly shows that If at 
the.present time tho nucleus of tbe 
earth 'contains as much as one flve- 
hundrcd-thousand-mllllonth of a gram 
of radium for every gram of ordinary 
matter then its tempernture must be 
rising at such a rate that in about 
JOOjCXXXOOO years tho earth will be en- 
tirely melted Inside. 
' Wo do not know whether there is so 
much radium as that Inside the earth, 
but from what we observe on Its sui^ 
face we conclude that there very we',1 
may be. If there Is more then Ubo 
melting will be accomplished sooner. 
If tier? Is 'ess It will take longer. B"t 
tbe quantity would have to be very 
much less than It probablj Is In order 
that the heat produced could continue 
to be radiated away without a disas- 
trous rise in the temperature of the 
globe. 


The same reasoning carried fnrtter

A certain set of Christian names 


taken from the Bible have been In use 
BO long that wo do not think of them 
as Bible names. Among them art; 
Adam, Moses,- Samuel, David, Daniel, 
Solomon, Abraham. Isaac and Jacob. 
Others taken from the saints, Ilko 
Peter, rani.' John. Stephen and Mat 
tbew, originally given to children bc- 
causo they were born .on the saint's 
day, are still so common that we think 
of them as English names. 


These names antedate the use of snr 


names, as may be Inferred from tho 
fact that nearty all ot them have given 
rise to patronymics, like Jacobsbn 
Peterson and Stevenson. In the twelfth 
century missionaries sent out by tlie 
authorities used to baptlzo whole vll 
lages at once an si to save Umo Invested 
all the men with the name of John o 
some othcr^salnt and the women usual 
ly Mary or Martha. To distinguish th 
Johns some additional name like Shor 
or Strong or White or Black was give 
him by the neighbors, and so Chrlstla; 
names and surnames were united; 


After the reformation It became th 


fashion among the Puritans to glv 
children tbe names of characters Ilk 
the Old Testament, and odd ones like 
Melchlsedec or Barzlllal were pre- 
ferred. Among these were Abel, Levi. 
Jesse, Amos, Asa, Isaiah, Ephrnim. 
Gideon. Malachl, Job, Abncr, nosea. 
EzekieV Jeremiah,' Zechariah, Asher, 
Ell nnd hundreds of others.—Hartford

Tbe reinarkable skill In dealing with 


tho material of their experiments that 
some chemists have Is well Illustrated 
by tlio following story told of tlie groat 
German chemist Professor Robert Bun- 
sen; 


Professor Bunsen evaporated 
fifty 


hogsheads of water from tho Uurk- 
helm sprin? and carefully' Isolated 
from tho residue n small quantity of 
the salts of two very rare elements, 
caesium nnd rubidium. He dissolved 
these suits in n small beaker of water 
and set them aside on his laboratory 
table. 


One day a friend .came to see Profes- 


sor Bunsen. Unnoticed by tie chemist 
his visitor In leaning against the labo- 
ratory table tipped over the beaker and 
spilled Its contents on tbe floor and on 
his clothing. The solution looked like 
plain water, so the man thought noth- 
ing ot tho accident and a few minutes 
later took his departure. 


Shortly after the gentleman had gone, 


Bunsen noticed' that the contents ot 
tho beaker bad been spilled. Instantly 
he ran out to the street, overtook bis 
friend and brought him back to the 
laboratory. 


With water Bunsen carefully extract- 


ed the salts from the sleeve of the gen- 
tleman's, coat and his underclothing, 
washed his arm, cleaned off a drop 
that had spattered on his shoe, careful-, 
ly washed tbe fioor and the table, col- 
lected all tlie solutions together, puri- 
fied them and on evaporation found 
that be bad recovered the valnabla 
salts'.

The Supremo court of the stato of 


Washington has upheld tho right of the 
city of Tacoma to enforce an anti treat- 
ing ordinance. 
The court holds that 


the power to regulate saloons means 
also the power to regulate the conduct 
of citizens in saloons. 


The court did not: consider seriously 


the argument that treating is an act of 
hospitality and that it was an individ- 
ual right which could not be abridged. 
Tho court says this argument has no 
weight whatever in support of a prac- 
tice which becomes a menace to morality 
and order. It holds that the citizen has 
no inherent right to treat another in a 
saloon which is under the control of the 
police power. 
"Whatever the right of 


the citizen miy ba elsewhere, he has no 
inherent right even to buy liquor in such 
a place." 
' 


It will be interesting to watch tho 


effect of the decision. 
Whether such 


an ordinance can be successfully en- 
forced is open to question.
